PROGRESS OF AMERICAN ADVANCE. 


Wheaten’s Column Finds the Enemy 
in Strong Force, and Is Given 
Some Pretty Hot Work— 
Town of Pasig Burned. 


Manila, March 15.—8 a. m+—Late 
yesterday (Tuesday) Gen. Wheaton’s 
column encountered the enemy in such 
‘force between Pateros and Taguig as 
to necessitate a change in the original 
plans. The cavalry attacked a rebel 
stronghold in the jungle, driving the 
enemy into Pateros. The Americans 
had one man killed and three wounded. 
Scott’s battery shelled the city and 
woods effectively. Later the enemy 
crossed the river from Pasig. Two 
companies of the Second Oregom in- 


fantry cleared the right bank after a- 


sharp engagement, and then retired 
with three wounded. In the mean- 
time the Washington volunteers closed 
in, driving small bodies of the rebels 
back upon Pateros. One man was 
killed. During the night the enemy 
burned the town of Pasig. 
Manila, March 15. — Brig. Gen. 
Wheaton’s column advanced Tuesday 
beyond Pasig to the shore of Laguna 
de Bay, sweeping everything before 
them. The enemy made a running 
fight and suffered severe loss. The 
rebels’ avenue of communication north 
and south is now closed, the American 
cordon stretching over a mile from the 
river to the lake. 
The rebels are now in force at Pate- 
ros and Taguig. 
Two of Monday’s wounded, Private 
Stewart of company B, Twentieth regi- 
ment, and Private Munson, of company 
K, Twenty-second regiment, are dead. 
-© Cablegram from Otis. 
Washington, March 15. — The cable- 
gram from Gen. Otis was received at 
the war department Tuesday: 
“Manila, March 14.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: -Until yesterday field opera- 
tions here, since capturing Caloocan, weres 
of minor nature, consisting of driving back 
small bands of insurgents, with consider- 
able loss to latter.

Wheaton, with Twentieth, Twenty-second 
fnfantry, the Oregon and Washington 
troops, pectin Sixth artillery and squad- 
ron Fourth Cavalry, attacked large force 
of enemy; drove them back and took line 
of Pasig river, which he now holds.

Will Support Otis, 

Washington, March 15.—Gen. Otis, in 
forbidding further negotiations be- 
tween. the Spanish at Manila and the

The 
government has not sent him any in- 
structions upon this point, but it- will 
unquestionably support him to the ex- 
treme in any action. of that kind he 
may take. It is said at the state de- 
partment that there have been some 
exchanges between the United States 
and Spain through indirect channels, 
touching these particular prisoners. 
dating back to the signature of the 
protocol last August. The United 
States government undertook finally 
to secure the release of the prisoners. 
It never contemplated trying to secure 
their release by ransom, but simply 
through the suppression of the insur- 
rection, and cannot be held) by. any re- 
quirement of international law to do 
more than has been done to secure the 
release of the prisoners. There will be 
no relaxation of the efforts in this di- 
rection, but, as the United States’ cam- 
paign in the Philippines is being con- 
ducted with all the energy possible, 
and as the release of the prisoners de- 
pends upon. the issue of that campaign, 
there can be no complaint of failure en 
the part of the United States to meet 
its obligations. | : 

In preventing the Spanish govern- 
ment from negotiating with the in- 
surgents, it is said here that Gen. Otis 
undoubtedly was correct in his attitude.

Packer Swift, of Chicago, an Ime- 
- portant Witness—A Difference 
in Interpretation.

‘Chicago, March 15—During the tes- 
timony of Gustavus F. Swift before the 
army court of inquiry Tuesday it devel- 
oped that there is_a. serious and re- 
markable. differente. between the gov- 
ernment interpretation of Swift & Co.’s 
contract. for supplying meat and that 
put upon it by the corporation itself. 
After witnesses had testified that, the 
refrigerated. meat could. not be kept 
fresh long enough to be transported to 
the troopsin the interior of Porto Rico, 
the president. of Swift & Co. was called 
and the clause of the contract calling 
for 72 hours’ preservation after land- 
ing. was read to him by Col. Davis.and 
by Maj. Lee. He repudiated this pro- 
vision and declared Swift & Co. under- 
stood the meat was to be supplied to 


the troops at. port stations only, and 


was not guaranteed for a longer pe- 
riod than 24-hours. 

The strongest point in Maj. Lee’s 
fight to sustain the commanding gen- 
eral’s charges was made here. He pre- 
sented to the. court the contract and 
the differing statement. of Mr. Swift 
-with the remark that he had shown 
the existence of a serious misunder- 
“Mr. Swift says 24 hours; 
the contract made with Gen. Eagan 
says 72 hours. Isubmit to the court 
the differences, upon which it can place 


its own interpretation,” said Maj. 


Lee. Mr. Swift was by far the most 
important witness of the court’s Chi- 
cago investigation, and he was on the 
stand longer than an hour. 

Capt. Homer F..Aspinwall, of Free- 
port, who was in charge of the supply 
ship Manitoba, which sailed from New- 
port News to Ponce August 5 with 
300,000 pounds of Swift’s meat aboard, 
testified, saying the beef arrived at 
its destination in good condition, but 
after being removed from the refriger- 
ator would not keep longer than seven 
hours.

‘Two 
companies of the Second Oregon in- 


fantry cleared the right bank after a- 


sharp engagement, and then retired 
with three wounded. In the mean- 
time the Washington volunteers closed 
in, driving small bodies of the rebels 
back upon Pateros. One man was 
killed. During the night the enemy 
burned the town of Pasig. 

Manila, March 15. — Brig. Gen. 
Wheaton’s column advanced Tuesday 
beyond Pasig to the shore of Laguna 
de Bay, sweeping everything before 
them. The enemy made a running 
fight. and suffered severe loss. The 
rebels’ avenue of communication north 
and south is now closed, the American 
cordon stretching over a mile from the 
river to the lake. 

The rebels are now in force at Pate- 
ros and Taguig. 

Two of Monday’s wounded, Private 
Stewart of company B, Twentieth regi- 
ment, and Private Munson, of company 
K, Twenty-second regiment, are dead. 

 Cablegram from Otis. 

Washington, March 15. — The cable- 
gram from Gen. Otis was received at 
the war department Tuesday: 

“Manila, March 14.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: -Until yesterday field: opera- 
tions here, since capturing Caloocan, wers 
of minor nature, consisting of driving back 
small bands of insurgents, with consider- 
ble loss to latter. Yesterday Gen. 
Wheaton, with Twentieth, Twenty-second 
infantry, the Oregon and Washington 
troops, section Sixth artillery and squad- 
ron Fourth Cavalry, attacked large force 
of enemy; drove them back and took line 
of Pasig river, which he now holds. Two 
improvised gunboats in lake have cap- 


tured considerable property. Insurgent 
loss heavy, our own killed and wounded 


slight, aggregating 35, mostly slightly 
wounded. Insurgents made no determined 
stand.

Will Support Otis. 

Washington, March 15.—Gen. Otis, in 
forbidding further negotiations be- 
tween the Spanish ati Manila and the 
insurgents, touching the surrender of 


ethe Spanish prisoners held by the lat- 


ter, acted upon his own authority. The 
government has not sent him any in- 
structions upon this point, but it: will 
unquestionably support him to the ex- 
treme in any action. of that kind he 
may take. It is said at the state de- 
partment that there have been some 
exchanges ‘between the United States 
and Spain through indirect channels, 
touching these particular prisoners. 
dating back to the signature of the 
protocol last August. The United 
States government undertook finally 
to secure the release of the prisoners. 
It never contemplated trying to secure 


their release by ransom, but simply 


through the suppression of the insur- 
rection, and cannot be held) by. any re- 
quirement of international law to do 
more than has been done to secure the 
release of the prisoners. There will be 
no relaxation of the efforts in this di- 
rection, but, as the United States’ cam- 
paign in the Philippines is being con- 
ducted with all the energy possible, 
and as the release of the prisoners de- 
pends upon. the issue of that. campaign, 
there can be no complaint of failure en 
the part of the United States to meet 
its obligations. 

In preventing the Spanish gevern- 
ment from negotiating with the in- 
surgents, it is said here that Gen. Otis 
undoubtedly was correct in his attitude. 
Inasmuch as the ratification of the 
peace treaty has not, been effected, the 
United States and Spain are still tech- 
nically in a state of war, qualified only 
by the operation of the protocol sus- 
pending hostilities. In this condition 
there is no authority on the part of the 
Spaniards to negotiate with the insur- 
gents without the explicit consent of 
the United States. If the Spanish min- 
ister of foreign affairs feels called up- 
on to address himself respecting this 
subject to the state department, di- 


‘rectly or indirectly, he undoubtedly 


would be informed that Gen, Otis must 
be sustained, though reassured as to 
the intentions of the United States to 
use all proper efforts to carry out its 
undertaking.

“We cannot honorably accept it as s 
gift, but only as.a loan,” the resolution 
proceeded, “as President McKinley’ sau- 
thorization is necessary. to raise funds 
needed to accomplish-the disarming of 
the Cuban troops and exclusively used 
for this purpose.” 

Thethird resolution, appointed a com- 
mittee of three to present these resolu- 
tions to President McKinley. Gen. 
Sanguilly’s motion was carried by 18 
votes against: 4. 

The “document of justification,” was 
then read.

Packer Swift, of Chicago, an Im- 
portant Witness—A Difference 
in Interpretation.

‘Chicago, March 15—During the tes- 
timony of Gustavus F. Swift before the 
army court of inquiry Tuesday it devel- 
oped that there is_a. serious and re- 
markable difference between the gov- 
ernment interpretation of Swift & Co.’s 
contract. for supplying meat and that 
put upon it by the corporation itself. 
After witnesses had testified that. the 
refrigerated, meat could not be kept 
fresh long enough to be transported to 
the troopsin the interior of Porto Rico, 
the president of Swift & Co. was called 
and the clause of the contract calling 
for 72 hours’ preservation after land- 
ing was read to him by Col, Davis.and 
by Maj. Lee. He repudiated this pro- 
vision and declared Swift & Co. under-

tion, but the formal query in this re- 
gard was put to him asit isto all wit- 
nesses. He answered that there had 
been none.

Judge Edward D. Kinne twas nom- 
inated today without opposition by the 
Republican convention at Dundee, for 
the office of circuit judge for the judi- 
cial district comiposed of the counties of 
Washtenaw and Monroe. This well de- 
served compliment to an able and up- 
right judge was not unexpected. Judge 
Kinne has held many positions of honor 
and trust in this community, and in all 
of them he has so conducted himself 
that those who have ‘had occasion to 
come in official contact with him, have 
regretted the expiration of his term of 
office. The office of circuit judge is by 
far the most important office that Judge 
Kinne has ever been called upon to 
administer. In fact, there is no more 
important office in the state. It is not 
every lawyer that possesses the quali- 
ities that make a good judge. In order 
to successfully and impartially solve 
the various and complicated problems 
of aictual ‘business affairs that are con- 
stantly coming before the circuit court 
of ‘this district, the judge of that tri- 
bunal must bring to the accomplishment 
of his task a wide and extensive know- 
ledge of the law, an experience in busi- 
ness affairs that comes with mature 
years, an aptitude to grasp the salient 
features of a law suit and to apply to 
their solution the- principles of law gov- 
erning them, an instinct to get at the 
right of the matter, a charity and com- 
passion’ for the poor and unfortunate, 
a firmness and severity necessary for 
the preservation of good order, and the 
ability to dispatch business with 
promptness, and, above all, a high 
moral aim that prompts the upright 
judge to have no friends to reward and 
no enemies ‘to punish. 

It is possible that Judge Kinne does 
not possess all these qual.ties to the 
fullest extent, but we think it may be 
said without fear of successful contra- 
diction, that few men, young or old, 
in this district possesses in so great a 
degree the qualities Which go to make 
up the able and just judge. In the long 
career of his judicial service he has 
never been a partisan. He has kept 
aloof from an active participation in 
politics and has devoted himself with 
industry and patience to performing the 
duties of his high office.

He Defines What Chicago’s 
Policy Is. 


Says He Has a Right to Whatever 
Additional Income There Is By 
Reason of the University’s Location 
in Chicago. : 


Yesterday Professor Stagg issued a 
long statement, giving his side of the 
case. 'The essential points are as fol- 
lows: 

It has been the policy of the University 
of Chicago in football, strictly adhered 
to, to require a guarantee when con- 
tracts are made for a series of games 
to be played elsewhere on alternate 
years. The games with Wisconsin in 
1895 and 1896, with Illinois in 1896 and 
1897 and with Michigan in 1892 and 1893 
were arranged on the guarantee basis. 
For the later games with Michigan and 
Wisconsin, all of which have been 
played in Chicago, the terms have called 
for a division of gate rezsipts after a 
liberal allowance for expenses. When 
Mr. Baird proposed a two-year con- 
tract Feb. 23 for a Thanksgiving day 
game the first year in Chicago and the 
second in Detroit, with an equal divi- 
sion of receipts, I told him it was con- 
trary to our policy. I stated that we 
were willing to play at Detroit as he re- 
quested, but on a guarantee arrange- 
ment. We have contended that we have 
a right to whatever additional income 
there is iby reason of our location in 
Chicago, provided, of course, an ar- 
rangement is made for a game in De- 
troit on alternate years. 

I stated this matter to Mr. Baird, but 
at no time did I say that the matter 
was finally settled. However, he imme- 
diately started negotiations which 
would bring together Wisconsin and Il- 
linois in order to use them as a club to 
bring us to terms. The combination 
was evident to me in connection with 
the negotiations for a Wisconsin game. 
I had aranged for a private conference 
with ‘Manager Fisher for Monday, 
March 6, having agreed to pay his ex- 
penses to Chicago. On the evening be- 
fore I received a note from Mr. Baird 
asking me to meet Mr. Fisher and him- 


self “to discuss the football situation.” 


I declined to: confer with the gentle- 
men, giving as my reason that I knew 
of no football situation which con- 
cerned Michigan, Wisconsin and Chi- 
cago jointly, I met ‘Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
Baird separately on Monday, March 6, 
and from ‘both leerned that they had 
come to Chicago Saturday night and, 
with Mr. Huff, of Illinois, had been in 
conference on Sunday, and had decided 
to act together, 

Mr. Baird openly stated that in order 
to whip us into line Wisconsin and Ili- 
nois had agreed to stand together in 
demanding return games ard an equal 
division of receipts, and, as an addi- 
tional threat, he said that Michigan 
would refuse to compete against us in 
any sport. He said ‘they would not play 
paseball games which had already been 
agreed upon ‘by ‘Mr, Baird and myself. 
I presented a statement of the whole 
affair to our athletic bcard, and it 
unanimously voted against arranging 
for the coming season, 

The authorities in Ann Arbor are 
awaiting news from Manager Paird, 
and it is understood here that all games 
arranged ‘with Chicago University will 
be dropped from the schedule and Pro- 
fessor Stagg left out in the cold. The 
student body -here“is loud in praise of 
the action taken. Stagg evidently did 
not figure that the fight would extend 
to ‘baseball and track and by-refuSing 
to meet either of the three colleges in 
football has 'taken a step which ke will 
probably soon regret. The principle 
that Michigan, Wisconsin and Illincis 
are figuring for is considered here as 
necessary to a pure amateur spirit in 
western athletics, and Stage’s position

FOUR AMENDMENTS, 


At the coming election the voters will 
have the privilege of voting upon four 


(4) amendments to the constitution of 


the state. They are as follows: 

1. Shall the state establish in the city 
of Lansing a printing office and a bind- 
ery, in which the printing and binding 
of all laws and journals, all blanks and 
printing for the executive office, and all 
other printing and binding ordered by 
the legislature, shall be performed? 

2. Shall an amendment be passed rela- 
tive to the laying out, construction, 
improvement and maintenance of high- 
ways, bridges and culverts by counties 
and townships? The proposed law lim- 
its the tax raised in any one year to 
$2 upon each $1,000 valuation, and no 
county shall incur indebtedness in ex- 
cess of 3 per cent of its valuation, and 
no indebtedness beyond one-half of 1 
per cent of such valuation unless aus 
thorized by a majority of the electors 
voting. 

3. Shall the legislature be empowered 
to provide for the election of more than 
one circuit judge in the counties of 
Wayne, Saginaw, Kent and St. Clair, or 
rather in the districts in which those 
counties are located? 

4. Shall there be instituted an inter- 
mediate court between the circuit and 
supreme courts? Said intermediate 
court is to have appelate jurisdiction 
from the circuit courts, and is also to 
have the power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus, mandamus, injunction, quo 
warranto, certiorari and other writs to 
enforce its orders, judgments, etc. 

If you are interested in any of these 
proposed amendments vote “YES” if 
you wish any of them to become a law, 
and “‘NO”’ if you don’t like the,ideas set

In fact, there is no more 
important office in the state. It is not 
every lawyer that possesses the quali- 
ities that make a good judge. In order 
to successfully and impartially solve 
the various and complicated problem's 
of actual ‘business affairs that are con- 

tantly coming before the circuit court 
of ‘this district, the judge of that tri- 
bunal must bring to the accomplishmen't 
of his task a ‘wide and extensive know- 
ledge of the law, an experience in busi- 
ness affairs that comes with mature 
years, an aptitude to grasp the salient

SHORT SPECIALS. 


United States and British authorities 
have agreed to recognize Dr. Wilhelm Self, 
nominated by Germany to succeed Dr. Raf- 
fel as president of the municipal council at 
Apia. 

The Sovereign camp, Woodmen of the 
World, the fifth largest fraternal and bene- 
ficiary order in the United States, met in 
Memphis, Tenn., Tuesday in biennial ses- 
sion with 60 delegates in attendance. 

Dr. A. J. Allen, of St. Louis, Mo., died at 
Martinsville, Ind., of cancer of the stomach, 
aged 62 years. He was for 2 years superin- 
tendent of the Presbyterian board of pub- 
lication and was editor of the Midcontinent, 

The Chicago milk trust has expired. Tha 
promoters say the funds were promised, 
but that when options had been secured on 
the largest plants the men with money 
thought the purchase price was too high 
and backed out. 

News has been received of a rich strike 
in the Sea Level mine near Ketchecan, in 
southeastern Alaska. A vein of $40 ore has 
been discovered with streaks that run as 
high as $60 to the ton. Some selected speci- 
mens received here will average from $20,008 
to $60,000 to the ton. 

Herr Ludwig Bamberger, a former mem- 
ber of the reichstag and the author of a 
number of works on history and political 
‘economy, is dead. He was born in 1823, and 
was at one time one of the leaders of the 
national liberal party and an adversary of 
the late Prince Bismarck. 

A special from St. Ignace, Mich., says: 
No trains have arrived or departed on the 
Duluth, South Shore & Atlantic railway 
since last Saturday. Eighty miles of the 
track is covered with solid ice west of Sage 
station. Large gangs were at work Tues- 
day picking ice from therails. 

A special from Elkton, Ky., says: Pate 
Jones was shot and killed here Monday 
night, and Will Gray was wounded, in a 
fight between Jones, his son Charlie and 
Will Gray, three countrymen, and the city 
police. The men were drunk and disorder- 
ly and opened fire on the officers. 

The German central committee for the 
erection of hospitals for persons with dis- 
eased lungs has resolved to convoke a con- 
gress for the prevention and cure of tuber- 
culosis as an epidemic. The congress wil! 
convene at Berlin on the 24th day of May, 
1899, and continue its sessions to include the 
27th of that month.

self ‘‘to discuss the football situation.’’ 
I declined to: confer with the gentle- 
men, giving as my reason that I knew 
of no football situation which con- 
cerned Michigan, Wisconsin and Chi- 
cago jointly, I met ‘Mr. Fisher and Mr. 
Baird separately on Monday, March 6, 
and from both leerned that they had 
come to Chicago Saturday night and, 
with Mr. Huff, of Illinois, had been in 
conference on Sunday, and had decided 
to act together, 

Mr. Baird openly stated that in order 
to whip us into line ‘Wisconsin and Illi- 
nois had agreed to stand together in 
demanding return games ard an equal 
division of receipts, and, as an addi- 
tional threat, he said that Michigan 
would refuse to compete against us in 
any sport. He said they would not play 
baseball games which had already been 
agreed upon ‘by Mr, Baird and myself. 
I presented a statement of the whole 
affair to our athletic bcard, and it 
unanimously voted against arranging 
for the coming season, 

The authorities in Ann Arbor are 
awaiting news from Manager Paird, 
and it is understood here that all games 
arranged with Chicago University will 
be dropped from the schedule and Pro- 
fessor Stag left out in the cold, The 
student ‘body -here“is loud in praise of 
the action taken. Stagg’ evidently did 
not figure that the fight would extend 
to ‘baseball and track and by-rrefusing 
to meet either of the three colleges in 
football has taken a step which ke will 
probably soon regret. ‘The principle 
that Michigan, Wisconsin and Illincis 
are figuring for is considered here as 
necessary to a pure amateur spirit in 
western athletics, and Stage’s position 
is severely criticised and is held to be 
unsportsmanlike. Captain McLean of 
the track team said that Stage’s posi- 
tion is unsportsmanlike and that he is 
in favor of holding a triangular meet 
with Wisconsin and Illinois. d 

Madison, Wis., March 14.—The three- 
cornered combine against the University 
of Chicago is understosl to be due w 
the attitude of Stagg of Chicago on the 
financial conditions of games, and the 
agreement, it is said, will continue until 
Stagg is willing to grant half the gate 
receipts for games with the maroons at 
Chicago. It is understood here that the 
basenai! games decwe2n the mermmters 
of the combine and Chicago have all 
been canceled, and they will for 
present refuse i) have any athletic re- 
lations whatever with the maroons. 

The formation cf the combine is ex- 
pected to result in the smashing cf the 
Western Intercollegiate Amateur Ath- 
letic Association, and plans are already 
on foot here for a big meet at Evanston 
or Milwaukee, whizn shall include Mich- 
Wisconsin, Illinois 
and Minnesota, President Adams cof 
this university, when. seen last night, 
made the following statement cn the 
subject: 

Michigan, Wisconsin and lllinois have 
agreed to have no «-.thletic relations 
with the University of Chicago unless 
Chicago will consent to meet these uni- 
versities on equal terms. By that we 
mean that each university piaying 
against Chicago shali liave the right to 
determine where one-half cf tho games 
shall be played, Chicago fixing the place 
where the other half shall be played, 
anid also that the net receipts of the 
games shall be divided equally. Any 
other claim by Chicago is regarded as 
intolerable, and unless modified no 
games of any kind will be played with 
Chicago. This position is taken unani- 
mously by the athletic boards ofthe 
universities of Michigan, Iliinois and 
Wisconsin.

FOUR AMENDMENTS, 


At the coming election the voters will 
have the privilege of voting upon four 
(4) amendments to the constitution of 
the state. They are as follows: 

1. Shall the state establish in the city 
of Lansing a printing office and a bind- 
ery, in which the printing and binding 
of all laws and journals, all blanks and 
printing for the executive office, and all 
other printing and binding ordered by 
the legislature, shall be performed? 


2. Shall an amendment be passed rela- 
tive to the laying out, construction, 
improvement and maintenance of high- 
ways, bridges and culverts by counties 
and townships? The proposed law lim- 
its the tax raised in any one year to 
$2 upon each $1,000 yaluation, anid no 
county shall incur indebtedness in ex- 
cess of 3 per cent of its valuation, and 
no indebtedness beyond one-half of 1 
per cent of such valuation unless aus 
thorized by a majority of the electors 
voting. 

3. Shall the legislature be empowered 


one circuit judge in the counties of 
Wayne, Saginaw, Kent and St. Clair, or 
rather in the districts in which those 
counties are located? 


4, Shall there be instituted an inter- 
mediate. court between the circuit and 
supreme courts? Said intermediate 
court is to have appelate jurisdiction 
from the circuit courts, and is also to 
have the power to issue writs of habeas 
corpus, mandamus, injunction, quo 
warranto, certiorari and other writs to 
enforce its orders, judgments, etc. 

If you are interested in any of these 
proposed amendments vote “YES” if 
you wish any of them to become a law, 
and ‘“‘NO”’ if you don’t like the, mies set 


forth.
